ORCHARD'S BLOODY DEEDS 


AS TOLD DY HIMSELF 


IS A REVOLTING RECITAL 


He Was a Host Willing Assassin, Ready at Any 


Time to Kill Any Person for His Price 


OBJECTIONS OF THE DEFENSE 
OVERRULED 


In Almost Ever; Instance By Judge Wood, DO the Ground 


Thai the State Promised to Show Uajwood's 


Coooectioo With the Crimes, 


Boise, Idaho, June 6.—"That man Jo 


playing the game of his caieer with 
the stake his own life," 
declared a 


noted criminal lawyer sitting in the 
court room here today. 


He had listened to Harry Orchard, 


or Hortley, as he declares he should 
be called, through the long hot hours 
of Wednesday and today, recite the 
etory of his crimes which, if true, 
paint him the most unprincipled mur- 
derer that ever evaded a noose, and 
was visibly impressed. 
And he w"s 


not the only one. Every one who 
listens to this 
place 
faced, 
well- 


groomed witness as he haltingly re- 
cites the stories of the shooting oi 
men in cold blood with shot-guns; 
picking them off at work with Ions 
range rifles, blowing them, unshrive.n 
and unprayed for into eternity, with 
hundreds of pounds of high explosives, 
placing powerful poisons in milk at 
the doorstep in the hope that the mum 
whom he admittedly never personally 
knew might drink and die; destroy- 
ing thousands of dollars worth of pio- 
perty with 
deadly bombs, wonders 


how it will end. 


Orchard says he killed for hire. H-? 


had no conscience In the matter. 


money, and I'll do the rest" was his 
motto, if his own story is to be oe- 
lieved, and this self-confessed, boast- 
ful murderer of 60 persons sits ap- 
parently 
unconcerned, 
adding hi-3 


' story to that of the prosecution who 


hold Haywood, Moyer, Pettibone au.l 
Simpkins responsible for the killing 
of former Governor Steunenberg. 


As he is seemingly placing his own 


neck in tne noose there is much spec- [ 
illation as to what is tne secret of 
the game he is playing. 


The best posted criminal lawyer in 


this section said: 
"They 
had tha 


goods on Orchard for the murder ot 
Steunenberg. He wanted to save his 
own life. 
What was more natural 


than that he should maize an agree- 
ment whereby he can plead guilty to 
second degree murder and get a 11-3 
sentence, then go on the stand and tail 
the story in an endeavoi to prove the 
State's case against the men they de- ; 
sire to hang. No matter what anyone j 
tells you, let me assure you Orchaid i 
has bargained not to be hanged."

And this is the general opinion of. 


the best informed persons here. But 
there is a class here, and they by no 
means are 
friendly to the accused, 


who point out the apparent discrep- 
ancies in Orchard's story- 


For instance, the feature of his evi- 


dence Wednesday was his desciiption 
of how he placed a bomb under the; 
doorstep of the Bradley residence 11. 
San Francisco, which when exploded, 
blew Bradley into the middle of the 
roadway and tore out a goodly part 
from the building. The owner of t!uj 
building has obtained a judgment foi 
$10,300 against the San Francisco Gas 
company for damages alleged to have 
been caused by a gas explosion. When 
Orchard's story, embodied in an affi- 
davit was presented to the Supreme 
court of California, that body refuse 1 
a new trial on the grounds it had been 
clearly demonstrated that the explo- 
sion was caused by gas and not by a 
bomb. Orchard swore he put enough 
strychnine in the milk left on Briil- 
ley's porch to kill an army, but how 
he obtained this deadly poison withou< 
a physician's prescription remained 
unexplained. 


And so with his entire story. There 


are many gaps that he must fill, and 
he must also withstand as severe a 
cross-examination 
as ever man w;>s 


subjected to before his story can 
b<> 


considered by the twelve men who 
now are engaged in weighing the evi- 
dence. 
Attorneys Richardson and Darrow 


spent several hours last 
night 
a-ad 


early today with Haywood in his ce.l 
going over the record preparing ques- 
tions which Orchard will be expectM 
to answer when cross-exnmination be- 
gins Friday. 
All of today's sesslui 


will be taken up with his direct exam- 
ination and be will not be handed 


over to the defense befoie tomorrow 
morning, according to Attorney Haw- 


ley. 


Orchard renewed his story when 


called to the 
stand this 
morning. 


After the Bradley explosion 
at San 


Francisco he returned to Denver and 
met Pettibone and Steve Adams. He 
said he saw Haywood 
and 
talked 


about the Bradley explosion. Hay- 
wood told him he could have all the 
money he wanted, only he must keep 
out of sight. During His stay in Den- 
ver, he said Haywood and Pettibom 
asked him to kill Judge Gabbert nf 
the Supreme court, who refused to re- 
lease Moyer on 
a 
writ. He 
and 


Adams hung around Gabbert's ho'is-e 
with shot guns, but 
failed. 
Th^n, 


Orchard says, they tried to kill Gov- 
ernor Peabody. 
Orchard said that 


himself and associates put a bomb 
under a sidewalk along the street 
where Peabody walked to the Capi- 
tol. 


A wire was stretched to explude 


the bomb, but two coal wagons were 
on the wire when the Governor passed 
and the effort failed. 
Orchard swore 


that he and Steve Adams were urged 


laywood to assassinate -David 
j.tt, the Denver financier^ and 


Frank Harne, president q± the Colo- 
rado Fuel company, tout that he con- 
cluded the attempt was too risky ani 
stopped. He said Haywood purchased 
a horse and buggy for Orchard an 3 
Adams so they 
could 
get about 


handily. 


Orchard swore he tried to kill Sn- 


preme Justice Goddaid, who declared 
the 8-hour law unconstitutional, 
at 


Haywood's orders. Later he went to 
Cannon City to again try to kill Gov- 
ernor Peabody, who bad retired fro~n 
office. 


Orchard swore 
he had a plumber 


make him a big lead bomb. It was 
loaded in the basement of Pettibone's 
stoie, Pettibone helping. 
It was to 


have been set off bvj a small clock. 


They didn't have a chance to planf 


the bomb, so left it in a boarding 
house. The bomb, unloaded, was pro- 
duced in court. Haywood leaned for- 
ward to look at it. 


Boise, Idaho, June- 5. — Without a 


word of regret, Harry Orchard, the 
principal witness for the state in the 
trial of William Haywood and self- 
confessed slayer of former Governor 
Steunenberg, confessed to 19 murders 
in the three or four hours he was on 
the stand. 


Accepting fcis own words, he was 


a most willing assassin, ready at any 
time to go anywhere and shoot or 
dynamite anvone. He apparently had 
no personal hatred of his victims, and 
he details a murder m the identical 
tones that he tells that his crimes were 
suggested, paid and approved by chief 
officials of the Western Federation of 
Miners. 


Orchard confessed that as a member 


of the mob that wrecked the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan Mill in the Couer 
d' Alene region, he lighted one of the 
fuses that carried fire to the giant 
explosion; confessed that he set the 
death trap in the Vindicator mine at 
Cripple Creek that blew out the lives 
of 
Superintendent McCormick 
and 


Foreman Beck, confessed that 
be- 


cause he had not been paid for his 
first attempt at violence m the Vindi- 
cator mine he had been treacherous 
to his associates bv warning the mana- 
gers of the Florence and Cripple 
Creek railway that there was a plot to 
blow up their trains; confessed that 
he cruelly fired three charges of buck- 
shot into" the body of Detective Lyte 
Gregory of Denver, killing him instant- 
ly; confessed that for days he stalked 
Governor Peabody about Denver wait- 
ing a chance to kill him, confessed 
that he and Steve Adams set and dis- 
charged the mine under the depot al 
Independence that instantly killed 14 


men, 
and cr nfeased that failing in an 


attempt to poison Fred Bradley of San 
Francisco he blew him and his house 
up with a bomb of gelatin 


Five witnesses wfco traced Orchard 


and Jack Simpkins at various times! 
prior to the Steunenberg murder at 
Caldwell, Nampa and Silver City and 
further fixed their movements by iden- 
tifying hotel registers where they had 
signed their names, consumed the first 
hour of the session. 


Defense Objects to Testimony. 


Orchard, who said his real name 


•was Horsely, told about the destruc- 
tion of the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mine. He was telling of the meet- 
ing of the Burke union of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners when the 
defense made its first strong attack. 
Attorney Richardson objected to the 
testimony on the ground that the 
events occurred years before Haywood 
was a member of the central body of 
the federation and that he in no way 
was connected with it. Senator Borah 
contended that the state had a right 
to prove the facts about the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan mine for the pur- 
pose of showing why the 
Western 


Federation of Mineis had taken um- 
brage at Governor Steunenberg Judge 
Wood ruled that the 
general 
facts 


were admissible, but put a limitation 
on the amount of details that could be 
shown. Orchard then told the story 
of the blowing up of the property, in 
which he sa:d that W. F. Davis, later 
the president of the union of Western 
Federation of Miners at Cripple Creek, 
had command of the mob 
He told of 


the seizure of the train, the theft of 
the giant powder, the attack upon the 
mines, and concluding saia: "I lit one 
of the fuses myself."' 


Orchard told of his trip to Mon- 


tana with Mover and his return to 
Denver, where it was suggested, he 
said, that he kill Governor Peabody. 
He said he picked Steve Adams to aid 
Mm, and together they stalked the 
governor between the capitol building 
and his home trying for a shot at him 
with cut-og shotguns. 
Haywood and 


Pettibone were in the plot, he said, 
and furnished the witness with money 
from time to time 
The plot failed be- 


cause Orchard and Adams followed a 
carnage containing three women to 
the Peabody home and excited sus- 
picion. Next came a plot to dynamite 
Peabodj, and Orchard said they made 
a bomb, but gave the plan up at the 
suggestion of Haywood. who was in 
fear that thev would all be arrested.

Hook declared there 
was no precedent for such, an affidavit, 
and the clerkraf the court was criticis- 
ed for placing it on file.

Professor George F. Sever of Colum- 


bia university and for several years 
consulting engineer of the department 
of \vatcr supply, gas and electricity of 
New York city, was recently called 
upon by the Syracuse lighting commis- 
sion to give expert advice as to the de- 
sirability of that city's embarking upon 
municipal ownership of its electric 
lighting. According to the Syracuse 
Post-Standard, 
Professor 
Sever ex- 


pressed the opinion that the city could 
not produce lights at as low a cost us 
they are now furnished by the Syra- 
cuse Lighting company, and stated 
various reasons why municipal electric 
light plants are not conducted as effec- 
tively and economically as 
plants 


owned by public service corporations.

j ''lie said that his investigation of 
l the subject convinced him that the 


management of a municipal plant was 
hampered by the laws governing a mu- 
nicipality. The superintendent did not 
have the same advantages in making 
the improvements, some demanding 
immediate action, as when acting for a 
corporation. 
The length of time re- 


quired for proceedings for an expendi- 
ture by a municipality, he said, might 
be dangerous to the success of the 
plant lie further stated that there ap- 
peared to be no incentive to highly effi- 
cient men to take charge of a munici- 
pal plant He did not believe that a 
superintendent of a municipal plant 
would show the same interest in the 
management of the plant as it" serving 
a corporation which gave him a large 
degree of power in making any changes 
deemed necessary. A city, he-thought, 
would demand honesty and '«nly a fail- 
amount of technitfiil skill of'its super- 
intendent, and chances fei< :a cli.lnge of 
administration wowTd not'promisft the 
reward for efficient-serv/ice that might 
be expected of a private-company."

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP? NO. 


Voters Reject the Proposition In Many 


Cities. 


At the primary election held in Bal- 


timore recently municipal ownership 
was rejected by both parties, and the 
municipal ownership candidate receiv- 
ed but. 9 per cent of the votes cast, al- 
though he made a vigorous canvass on 
this platform. 


The city councils of Covington, Ivy.; 


Omaha, Neb., and Richmond, Va., have 
voted down propositions to bond these 
cities for 
municipal electric 
light 


plants. 


A movement in Nebraska City to-, 


ward municipalizing the water and 
light plants is said to have been check- 
ed by the discovery that they -were not 
on a paying basis. 


According to the Electrical Review, 


the committee appointed to consider 
the purchase by the town of South 
Pramjjigham, Mass., of the Framing- 
ham Gas, Fuel and Power company 
and,. ,:the .Edison,,Electri^ Illuminating 
company has recommended that no ac.r. 
tioii be taken on account of lack of 
public interest. 


The proposition to issue bonds for 


municipal water and light plants has 
been voted down in Benton Harbor and 
Berrien Springs, Mich. 


In Telia, la., the votes of the women 


carried the day against municipal own- 
ership of the water works, and in 
Manitowoc, Wis., the purchase of the 
water works was defeated by a vote of 
1,380 to 510. 


Getting Ready to Sell Out. 


According to the Enterprise of Mont- 


pelier, O., the municipal light and wa- 
terworks of that village are in bad 
shape and will require a large expendi- 
ture to put them in serviceable condi- 
tion. The lighting plant is wily twelve 
years old and cost $10,000. The sale of 
the plants is under consideration. 


The citizens of Sleepy Eye, Minn., 


are waking up to the costliness of mu- 
nicipal ownership and are discussing 
the sale of tho light and water plants. 
The former began its operations in 
1890 and is bonded tp'the amount of 
$15,000.

Duncan McArthur, of Scotch parentage, but Netv York state birth, served 


M governor for the term of 1831-32. He was born in 1772. He became assist- 
ant surveyor to General Massie. McArthur aided in the laying out of Chilll- 
cothe. His surveying brought him close to ii>auy land deals, and in time lie 
acquired-great landed wealth. In 1805 he served in the legislature from Ross 
county. He became colonel and major general of the state militia and in 1812 
ftraa commissioned colonel in the Ohio volunteers, afterward marching to 
Detroit. His regiment was included in Hull's surrender. 
After his returu 


from Detroit he was elected to congress by the Democrats. He resigned after 
Bhort service and went into the volunteer service with the commission of a 
brigadier general. He was again sent to the state legislature and to congress. 
In 1880 he was elected governor by the anti-Jackson party.

St. Petersburg, June 6.—The fourth 


squadron of the Hussars of the Guard, 
stationed at Tsarskoe-Selo, to which 
place the imperial family had just re- 
moved, revolted against the strict dis- 
cipline which recently had been insti- 
tuted by a new commander. The 
trouble for a time threatened to spread 
through the entire regiment, but the 
mutinous troopers were promptly sur- 
rounded and disarmed by otuer troops 
and order was restored without blood- 
shed.
